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Advisory Action 

Claims 1-5, 7, 9-10, 14-17, 24-36 are now currently pending in this application. 

Applicant's request for reconsideration filed on 6-29-04 has been considered and 
ENTERED . However, said amendments are still not persuasive to overcome the previous 
rej ections for the following reasons. 

Applicant's amendment to claim 14 has overcome the rejection of claims 14-17 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 1 st paragraph and is therefore withdrawn. 

Claims 1 and 5 are directed to SEQ ID NO:3, 5, 7 and 10. Claims drawn to these 
sequences, even with the "consisting of language in the claim, read on the sequences disclosed 
in the references of Huston et al. (100% match to SEQ ID NO:5 and 10), Bemhard et al. (SEQ 
ID NO:3) and Vittetta et al. (SEQ ID NO:7). Examiner urges applicant to peruse the sequence 
alignments mailed along with the previous Office action. Unless and until applicant cancels the 
above sequences from claim 1 and 5, the previous rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and (e) 
apply and are maintained on claims 1-5, 7, 9-10, 14-17. 

New claims 25-36 which exclude the above sequences are allowable. However, claim 25 
recites the phrase "having a polypeptide sequence". Examiner has considered this phrase as 
indefinite as it is not clear whether it means "comprising of or "consisting of. Examiner urges 
applicants to amend accordingly in order to remove the above ambiguity.
